One of the notable facts of the cen­ 
sus which are being given out in 
statistics from 'W ashington by piece­ 
meal is the rem arkable increase in 
the population of the large cities of 
the country. This wonderful grow th 
is not confined to any one section, 
although, of course, it anpears m ore 
plainly in the 
W estern cities and 
towns than in those of the E astern 
states. The statistics show an aver­ 
age gain of about 20 per cent in the 
Hast against 50 per cent or more in 
the wrest. For example, the population 
a f 'Denver is 213,281, while at the 
-census of 1900 it was 133,895 an in­ 
crease of 59.4 per cent. K ansas City's 
gam also ranges between 50 and 60 
per cent over the population of the 
last decade. On the other hand, Buf­ 
falo shows a population of 423,715, 
as against 352,387, an 
increase of 
20.2 per cent. Paterson, N. J., which 
had a population of 105,171 at the 
last census now has 125,600, an in­ 
crease of 19.4 per cent. So the com­ 
parisons run all along the line with 
a few notable exceptions, the W est 
averaging a 50 
per cent increase 
while the gain in the !East goes to 
iO per cent or more. Everywhere, 
however, throughout this broad land 
the same tendency is made m anifest 
by the census statistics—th a t is, a 
general exodus from the country to 
the cities. Men and women alike, es­ 
pecially the young people, are a t­ 
tracted by the bright lights, the gay. 
®ty. and glitter of the cities, notw ith­ 
standing the perils and dangers, the 
tem ptations and the m any falls into 
the g reat m aelstrom of city life, as 
the moth to the flame.

Oscar Gouge who seemed 
to be 
the leader of the conspiracy called 
to J. A. Hughes, who* was attend­ 
ing the jail a t th at tim e to bring 
them two ten cent waterm elons. 
Before complying 
with 
their 
re­ 
quest he thought to lock the men in 
their respective cells (they had been 
allowed the use of the hall way for 
exercise) but instead of being fast­ 
ened when the lever was pulled the 
locks only clicked in deception; for 
the birds who would m ake a flight 
had placed a blanket behind the bar 
th at would have secured the doors 
in such a m anner th a t the pin which 
would have held the bar passed be­ 
hind instead of in front of it, but 
clicked ju st the same as if it had 
really locked. 
W hen Hughes opened the hall door 
and rolled- the first m eloir in* there 
was not a stir am ong the prison­ 
ers, but when he stooped to roll the 
second one th at was the signal for 
concerted action on the part of the 
inm ates. O scar 
Gouge 
struck 
at 
H ughes’ head intending to knock him 
down, but m issed the m ark and hit 
his shoulder. Hughes clinched him 
by that tim e W alter Gouge grabbed 
his throat and chocked him, another 
placed his hand over his m outh to 
keep the alarm from being given. 
During tills tim e which Hughes says 
was hardly one m inute he was hold­ 
ing his own with the three men who 
were trying to overpow er him, the 
doors which held Dan Scrivener. El­ 
m er Story and Broughton was clos­ 
ed and fastened on them preventing 
them from getting into the hallway. 
He, himself, was trying to shut the 
corridor door and fasten everybody 
in, including him self but one of the 
men kicked a spittoon in the way 
and prevented the door from closing. 
Somehow ‘Hughes broke loose from 
the clutches of the desperate men.

As there 
were other people on the street he 
was afraid to fire again, and gave 
chase to the other th ree men whom 
he saw disappearing to the west of 
the jail, but could not overtake them .
